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PREFACE. 


The  following  list  of  names  of  parts  of  the  body  and 
<liseases  was  collected  in  Galway  and  Mayo.  For  the  most 
part  all  the  words  have  been  taken  down  from  the  spoken 
language  and  on  this  account  the  list  is  far  from  complete 

In  all  languages  the  greater  part  of  the  names  used  in 
anatomy,  medicine,  &c.,  are  new  words  coined  from  the 
classical  languages,  and  in  any  scientific  work  in  Irish 
this  should  also  occur,  but  in  the  list  which  follows  I  have 
used  only  pure  Gaelic  words  and  have  not  used  adopted 
words,  and  give,  as  far  as  possible,  the  most  generally  under- 
stood meaning  for  each  word  or  expression  ;  as  necessarily 
the  folk  names  of  unscientific  people  cannot  be  exact, 
often  a  person,  using  a  word  for  the  name  of  a  disease, 
say,  may  include  more  than  one  disease  in  the  one  name. 

To  save  len^tht^ning  the  list  unnecessarily  I  only  give 
the  name  of  a  legioii  of  the  body  and  not  the  parts  com- 
posing it,  as  Luf\c;>v,  the  shin.  The  shinbone  (cnÁirri  lu|A5An) 
is  not  given  as  it  can  be  formed  as  in  other  languages. 

A  peculi.iiity  of  Irish  must  be  noted  here  ;  that  is  the 
idiomatic  use  ol  Icac  to  denote  one  organ,  limb  or  part  of 
the  body,  wliic  h  is  bilateral  or  one  of  a  pair,  as  le^t-rúit 
means  one  eye  not  half-eye,  and  sometimes  I  have  heard 
the  expression  mo  "ÓÁ  ICACCxioii!).

ClÁi|tíneAc  he  gives  a  cripple,  here  it  is  confined  to  a  person  (often  a 
beggar),  who  has  entirely  lost  the  use  of  his  lower  limbs  or  in  which  the 
limbs  are  absent  and  who  progresses  by  means  of  his  hands  and  whose 
lower  part  rests  on  a  dishlike  board.
